In accordance with the Agreed Order Appointing a Transitional Administrator, 
paragraph 7(c-e), Cook County is required to set aside funds for the reasonable 
costs and expenses of the Office of the Transitional Administrator (OTA). On June 
18, 2008, the District Court entered an order amending this portion of the TA Order 
permitting the Transitional Administrator to maintain the OTA funds in a separate 
account to be disbursed by him for the sole purpose of satisfying the reasonable 
costs and expenses of the staff of the OTA. The account managed by the 
Transitional Administrator shall be subject to audit as determined by Cook County. 

The District Court previously entered an order funding the OTA account at 
$800,000.00, which amount was transferred from the Self-Insurance Fund as 
authorized by the Cook County Board of Commissioners on July 22, 2008 
(Communication No. 295184). 

The TA has now presented invoice payment records evidencing payments as of 
November 20, 2008 in the amount of $490,388.91 which has been reviewed and 
accepted by the State’s Attorney’s Office. The TA requested the District Court to 
enter an order providing for an additional disbursement of $500,000.00 into the 
OTA account; said order was issued by the Court on December 18, 2008. 

Upon approval, the Cook County Comptroller will transfer $500,000.00 from the 
Self-Insurance Fund to the OTA account in compliance with the court order. 

The Cook County Comptroller is requested to prepare the check by January 21, 
2009 which is prior to the next court date. Please forward the check to Andrew J. 
Creighton, Assistant State’s Attorney, for transmittal.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE 
CIRCUIT COURT CLERK OF COOK COUNTY 
TO ESTABLISH A FEE TO FINANCE CHILDREN’S WAITING ROOMS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 18 
Courts, Article II Fees and Service Charges, Section 18-41 of the Cook County 
Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 18-41. Children’s Waiting Room Fee. 

Beginning on or before D e c e mb e r February 1, 2008 2009 , the Comptroller 
shall create a special revenue fund to be entitled, “The Children’s Waiting Room 
Fund.” Beginning on D e c e mb e r February 1, 2008 2009 , the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Cook County shall collect a mandatory fee of $10.00 to be assessed as 
provided in this section. Assessments shall be collected by the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court and must be remitted monthly by the Clerk to the County Treasurer, to be 
retained by the Treasurer in the Children’s Waiting Room Fund. Expenditure from 
the Fund shall be made by the County Board in payment of any cost related to the 
establishment and maintenance of Children’s Waiting Rooms, including personnel, 
heat, light, telephone, security, rental of space, or any other item in connection 
with the operation of a Children’s Waiting Room. 
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The fee is to be paid as follows: 

1) The fee shall be paid at the time of filing the first pleading, paper, or 
other appearance filed by each party in all civil cases. 

2) No additional fee shall be required if more than one party is 
presented in a single pleading, paper, or other appearance. 

3) The fee shall not be charged in any matter coming to the Clerk on a 
change of venue, nor in any proceeding to review the decision of 
any administrative officer, agency, or body. 

This Ordinance shall not supersede any other Ordinance enacted by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners, which establishes and sets fees to be 
charged for other services not previously listed and provided by the Cook County 
Circuit Court Clerk; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that 
Chapter 32 Fees, Section 32-1 Fee Schedule of the Cook County Code is hereby 
enacted as follows:
